This list and saxi of my other information woro obtfdnod for *ne by a oolid» dopond- 
ablo source wlioso information was from a firs\>-hand source » one of those who prepiirod 
tho liktt* 'rhe FBI hod no infcterest in it and took no initiativo in obtaining it* It was 
plionod and Invitod to have a copy by tlu3 commer's office* It thereafter iiad littlo 
interest in nrs* font's property* 

At some point the records of her property were segregated from thone of other 
oranli vtctims* At sons point nomo of these rocordri disappeared* The records nover were 
coijploto because tho coroner’s office never hod Bome of her recovered property. Among 
tho items rocoverod and ainco disappeared is Bittman’a home phdme number f unlisted*
